A  plea  to  the  OMI 


Local  merchants  seek  support

Many  OMI  merchants  are 
concerned  and  puzzled  by  a 
general  lack  of  community 
support.  Some  say  they 
must  rely  on  customers 
from  outside  the  OMI  for 
most  of  their  sales.  Others 
hint  that  they  are  in  finan¬ 
cial  trouble. 

Ron  Ahn,  the  owner  of 
Westwood  Market,  which 
has  served  the  community 
for  more  than  35  years,  is 


one  OMI  merchant  who  says 
he  needs  more  support  from 
the  community  if  he  is  to 
stay  in  business.  Because 
his  store  is  of  a  medium 
size,  he  said  he  is  now 
trapped  between  the  big 
chain  stores  that  can  offer 
some  items  much  cheaper 
and  the  corner  stores  which 
specialize  in  everyday 
items! 

Despite  faster  service 
than  the  big  stores,  semi¬ 


monthly  specials  on  necessi¬ 
ty  items,  good  prices  on 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables, 
and  home  delivery  to  the 
needy,  he  said  most  people 
seem  to  be  in  the  habit  of 
driving  out  of  the  area  to  do 
all  their  shopping. 

“Too  many  people  have 
too  many  wheels,”  says  Bill 
McMichael,  the  owner  of 
College  Pharmacy.  “Years 
ago  people  used  to  take  their 
shopping  cart  and  go  down 


the  street.  Nowadays  people 
drive  15  miles  to  save  two 
cents  on  a  pound  of  butter. 

“Suppose  that  all  of  a 
sudden  you  need  a  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  credit.  You’re  cer¬ 
tainly  not  going  to  get  it 
from  a  large  store.  Hope¬ 
fully,  we  can  be  more 
helpful  than  the  chain  store 
type  thing.” 

Jim  Savoy  established  his 
auto  parts  store  on  Ocean 
Avenue  more  than  ten  years 


ago.  He  says  that  he  is  still 
depending  on  business  from 
other  areas  of  the  city.  It  is 
a  mystery  to  him  why  more 
nearby,  residents  don’t  shop 
at  his  store,  which  is  open 
seven  days  a  week,  363  days 
a  year,  and  has  auto  parts 
with  discount  prices. 

“The  average  person  out 
there  doesn’t  even  know 
businesses  on  Ocean  Avenue 
exist,”  he  said.  “You’d  be

Planning  Commission  staff 
may  reject  Safeway  sale 


Crime  and  parking  are  gripes 
of  Ocean  Avenue  Merchants 


A  staff  report  to  the  San 
Francisco  City  Planning 
Commission  will  “very  like¬ 
ly”  not  approve  the  pro¬ 
posed  sale  of  the  Safeway 
property  on  Ocean  Avenue 
to  City  College. 

This  information  came 
from  George  Williams  of  the 
planning  commission  staff 
at  a  Dec.  8  public  meeting  at 
City  College  concerning  the 
proposed  sale  of  the  Safeway 
property,  to  the  college. 

Also  at  the  meeting,  which 
was  attended  by  about  40 
persons  and  was  hosted  by 
City  College  President  Ken¬ 
neth  Washington,  OMI-CA 
President  Roy  Jackson 
voiced  opposition  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  sale  and  Don  Rothen- 
berg  of  the  Berkeley  Co-Op 
said  his  organization  could 
be  interested  in  the  site  if  it 
was  again  offered  for  sale. 

To  begin  the  meeting 
Washington  introduced 
Safeway’s  Urban  and  Public 
Affairs  Manager,  Bill  Gross, 
and  City  College  District 
Board  member  Jun  Iwamoto 
each  of  whom  made  brief 
statements  before  a  question 


and  answer  session  began. 

Gross  reiterated  Safe- 
way’s  previous  position  that 
the  Ocean  Avenue  store, 
which  opened  in  1957,  had  by 
1973  become  “obsolete  for 
the  kind  of  business  that  we 
will  be  doing  in  the  rest  of 
the  1970s  and  the  1980s.” 

He  said  that  following  a 
marketing  study  which 
failed  to  show  that  the  store 
could  again  be  profitable, 
Safeway  put  the  property 
”on  the  open  market  up  for 
sale.”  No  other  market 
chain  was  interested  in  the 
property,  according  to 
Gross,  so  when  City  College 
showed  an  interest,  a  sale 
was  consummated.  (The 
price  of  the  proposed  sale 
was  disclosed  to  be 
$550,000. ) 

In  his  introductory  pre¬ 
sentation,  Iwamoto  used  a 
slide  presentation  to  explain 
why  the  college  needed  the 
Ocean  Avenue  facility.  The 
slides  showed  the  deteriora¬ 
tion  of  the  present  campus 
structures  housing  the  main¬ 
tenance  shops  —  sloped 
(see  page  4,  col.  1) 


Crime  and  the  lack  of 
parking  are  the  major  con¬ 
cerns  of  Ocean  Avenue  mer¬ 
chants,  according  to  the 
results  of  a  questionnaire 
completed  by  more  than  100 
merchants  on  the  street. 

The  questionnaire  was  dis¬ 
tributed  by  the  Housing  Con¬ 
servation  Institute  (HCI),  a 
non-profit  organization  lo¬ 
cated  at  315  Granada  Ave.  A 
complete  analysis  of  the 
questionnaire  will  be  com¬ 
bined  with  a  history  of  the 
street,  a  marketing  analysis 
and  other  information  into  a 
final  report  by  HCI  to  be 
presented  to  City  Hall  as  an 
application  for  community 
development  funds.  The 
final  report  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  the 
month. 

According  to  the  survey, 
60  percent  of  the  merchants 
report  having  been  victim¬ 
ized  by  one  form  of  crime  or 
another  during  their  stay  on 
the  street.  Shoplifting  and 
petty  crimes  were  most 
frequently  mentioned,  but 
incidents  of  armed  robbery, 


burglary  and  vandalism 
were  also  common. 

The  parking  situation  was 
identified  as  a  concern  of 
almost  one  third  of  the 
respondents.  When  asked 
specifically,  two  out  of  three 
considered  lack  of  on-street 
parking  a  serious  problem. 
However,  several  merchants 


expressed  the  view  that  it  is 
the  parking  meters  and  the 
one-hour  parking  limitation 
which  are  most  seriously 
hurting  business. 

The  dangerous  speed  of 
traffic,  the  poor  physical 
appearance  of  the  street 
with  litter,  vacant  lots  and 
(see  page  3,  col.  5)

Children's  Center  director 
ignores  OMI  community

“We’ve  been  duped!”  That  was  the  opinion  of  four  OMI 
representatives  who  served  on  the  selection  panel  for  a  new 
head  teacher  at  Farragut  Children’s  Center. 

On  November  30,  ten  persons  were  at  the  school  district’s 
headquarters  at  135  Van  Ness  to  serve  as  a  screen  panel  for 
the  next  Farragut  head  teacher.  Five  were  on  the  citywide 
Children’s  Center  payroll  and  five  were  from  the  OMI 
community. 

Christine  Simmons,  the  current  director  of  the  SFUSD 
Children’s  Center  Department,  and  Emory  Mellon,  an 
employee  of  the  district  personnel  department  were  also 
present.  Members  of  the  panel  were  issued  pencils,  scoring 
sheets,  and  general  guidelines  prior  to  the  interviews  of 
prospective  candidates. 

The  scoring  of  each  applicant  was  done  in  pencil;  the 
results  were  neither  totalled  on  the  sheets  of  the  individual 
members,  nor  tallied  at  the  end  of  the  interviews. 

Because  Simmons  displayed  obvious  preferences  during 
the  interviews,  it  would  be  difficult  for  any  one  of  the 
community  representatives  to  accept  her  word  on  what  the 
results  actually  were. 

The  current  acting  Farragut  head  teacher,  Joie  French, 
has  been  at  the  site  since  April  of  1976.  Two  members  from 
the  OMI-CA,  Veronica  Hunnicutt  and  myself,  have  worked 
with  him  to  establish  a  tutorial  program  there.  The  three 
OMI  parents  on  the  panel  were  extremely  supportive  of  his 
permanent  appointment. 

When  Farragut  was  opened  in  August,  1975,  a  group  of 
concerned  citizens  met  with  Simmons  to  request  a  role  in 
the  selection  of  the  head  teacher.  At  that  time,  she  insisted 
on  transferring  the  person  who  had  served  as  head  teacher 
at  Sarah  B.  Cooper.  She  assured  us  that  her  judgment  could 
be  trusted  and  that  she  would  not  reconsider  the  method  by 
which  the  head  teacher  would  be  selected.  She  saw  no  role 
that  the  community  could  play  in  the  selection  process.  It 
appears  that  her  opinion  of  the  value  of  the  community  has 
not  changed. 

It  is  important  that  the  community  be  heard.  The 
community  was  ignored  in  August,  1975;  its  role  was 
negated  on  November  30,  1976.  Meanwhile,  the  children  at 
Farragut,  most  of  whom  are  from  the  OMI,  suffer.

better  this  year  than  last,  a 
third  say  sales  volume  is 
down,  and  another  third  say 
business  is  about  the  same. 

The  majority  of  buildings 
were  reported  to  be  in  fair 
(39  percent)  or  good  (38 
percent)  condition.  Ten 
buildings  were  described  as 
being  in  poor  condition, 
while  14  are  in  excellent 
shape.  The  most  frequently 
needed  improvements  to 
buildings  were  painting, 
plumbing,  electrical  work, 
and  major  renovation  or 
modernization  of  the 
premises.

He  also  said  that 
the  Safeway  parking  area 
would  be  used  as  a  storage 
facility  for  construction 
equipment  working  on  the 
south  reservoir  parking  pro¬ 
ject  on  Phelan  Avenue.  The 
area,  he  said,  would  be 
needed  by  the  contractor  for 
approximately  two  years. 

“We  do  want  Safeway,  but 
not  without  the  support  of 
the  community  and  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Com¬ 
mission,”  he  concluded. 

Much  of  the  question-and- 
answer  session  centered 
around  the  question  of  why 
Safeway  wanted  to  leave  the 
site.  In  answer  to  where  the 
older  people  without  per¬ 
sonal  transportation  would 
shop  if  Safeway  left,  Gross 
said  this  was  a  common 
problem  in  urban  areas 
today. 

“They’ll  shop  wherever 
they  can  as  far  as  (public) 
transportation  will  provide,” 
he  said.

tendance  he  wished  to  speak 
directly  to  the  purpose  of  the 
meeting,  that  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  sale  of  the  property  to 
the  college.  He  said  that  the 
OMI-CA  opposed  the  sale  for 
several  reasons :  “because 
the  exodus  of  such  a  service 
would  tend  to  be  a  hardship 
on  the  residents  dependent 
on  the  store;”  the  removal 
of  the  property  from  the  tax 
roles  would  “tend  to  raise 
property  taxes  of  home- 
owners;”  and  there  was  “no 
need  for  the  acquisition  of 
the  property  by  City  College 
at  that  time.” 

Jackson  also  said  that  he 
didn’t  think  Safeway  had 
ever  made  an  adequate 
effort  to  sell  the  site  to 
another  food  chain.  He  said 
that  he  is  a  real  estate 
broker  and  he  never  saw  the 
property  listed  as  up  for 
sale. 

Several  City  College  stu¬ 
dents  and  a  staff  member 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  college 
buying  the  property.  Each, 
however,  had  proposed  uses 
for  the  site  other  than  what 
the  college  has  said  it  would 
be. 

One  young  man  said  he 
felt  it  was  in  the  best 
interest  of  “my  community” 
(City  College  students)  for 
the  college  to  be  allowed  to 
purchase  the  property. 
Another  said  she  “had  a 
dream”  that  the  store  could 
some  day  be  used  as  an  art 
gallery  and  theatre.  A  third 
supporter  said  she  hoped  the 
building  could  be  used  as  a 
child  day  care  center.

meeting  when  he  disclosed 
that  he  and  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  planning  com¬ 
mission  staff  who  were 
studying  the  proposed  sale 
would  probably  recommend 
that  the  sale  not  be  ap¬ 
proved. 

“We  think  it  would  be  very 
desirable  to  have  another 
commercial  tenant  occupy 
the  property,”  he  said,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  problems  cre¬ 
ated  by  earlier  expansions 
of  public  institutions  to 
make  “other  than  horizontal 
expansion.” 

To  end  the  meeting  Dr. 
Washington  asked  Don 
Rothenberg  of  the  Berkeley 
Co-Op  to  speak. 

“I  really  came  to  listen,” 
said  Rothenberg,  but  con¬ 
tinued  to  say  that  his  or¬ 
ganization  had  looked  at  the 
property  as  much  as  a  year 
ago. 

“Our  policy  as  a  member 
institution  is  to  respond  to 
an  active,  organized  move 
by  a  community  organi¬ 
zation,”  he  said.  Although 
he  said  he  thought  Safeway 
was  “giving  very  serious 
consideration  to  staying  at 
that  location.”  he  added: 

“In  the  development  of 
your  plans  if  there  is  an 
interest,  I  think  our  board 
would  be  willing  to  sit  down 
and  discuss  the  matter.” 


Merchants  seek  support 
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surprised  how  many  people 
come  in  here  for  the  first 
time  and  say -they  didn’t 
know  Ocean  Avenue  had  a 
parts  store.” 

Savoy  has  two  more 
gripes.  One  is  that  he  is  not 
supported  by  the  service 
stations  and  garages  in  the 
area.  He  said  because  he 
offers  discount  prices  to  all 
customers  the  local  stations 
and  garages  have  joined 
together  to  boycott  his  store. 
Second,  he  thinks  the  city 
could  do  more  to  help 
businesses  along  Ocean 
Avenue. 

Equally  disturbed  and 
puzzled  about  the  basiness 
situation  on  Ocean  Avenue  is 
Larry  Taylor  of  American 
Tours. 

“There  has  got  to  be 
something  wrong  when  year 
after  year  we  wonder  why 
Ocean  Avenue  hasn’t  perked 
up,”  he  said.  “Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue  is  going  to  have  to  have 
community  support  to  sur¬ 
vive.  We  have  to  make  the 
community  realize  that  they 
can  buy  most  of  their  im¬ 
mediate  needs  right  on  this 
street.” 
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cheaper,  but  that’s  not 
always  true,”  he  said.  “This 
trend  in  bigness  is  going  to 
change.  People  don’t  like 
being  treated  like  sheep.  I 
make  it  my  business  to  know 
the  names  of  my  customers 
and  they  know  mine.” 

But  Dudum  doesn’t  expect 
every  nearby  resident  to 
shop  his  store. 

“If  I  get  ten  percent  of  the 
people  that  live  around  here 
to  buy  half  their  needs,  I’d 
be  so  busy  that  I  wouldn’t 
know  what  to  do,”  he  says. 

James  Robinson,  the 
owner  of  Robinson’s  Appli¬ 
ances,  moved  his  business  to 
Ocean  Avenue  four  years 
ago  because  he  thought  it 
would  be  a  better  location 
than  his  former  Third  Street 
store.  Like  many  merchants 
who  move  to  the  seemingly 
prosperous  area,  he  also  has
